on the railroad buKineaa, but on tihip 
ping interests. There are also, and 
have been for some time, rumors of 
an alliance of tiomo sort between the 
A^'anderbilt and Gould interests in the 
KOiitheaat. Wliatovta' foumlation tliiM-e 
may be for these rumorH, it iy plain 
it would bo for the greatest profit of 
all concerned. Some recent rumors in 
regard to tho Denver and Rio G ramie 
probably originated in thf ditliculty 
the Denver and Kio (li'anih' AN'i'.stoni 
company tind in raising fuiuls lo pa^ 
tho September semi-annual inti-rcst un 
its $6,157,000 first niortgagu iioiids. 
The Denver and Rio Ctrande Western 
is leased to the Denver aial l!io firaiulo 
at a rental of 10 per cent, of it.s gros.s 
receipts, hut if that is insutlicieni to 
pay interest on its boiuLs the jjcnvri- 
and Kio Grande guarantees the deli- 
ciency.
